History of the Class of June, 1917 


In September, 1913, each member of our class of one hundred and 
sixty-one pupils, mounted a new step in his career by beginning the course 
of study prescribed for the High School. As ‘‘Freshies,’’ the big build- 
ing, the many rooms, and the ‘‘grown-up Seniors’’ filled us with awe. 
Before we had successfully established ourselves in our new surroundings, 
we made a general nuisance of ourselves, by running hurriedly down the 
left-hand side of the stairs, and looking for rooms in every part of the 
building except where they really were. The feeling of awe toward the 
Seniors was speedily changed to one of pleasure, when the class of June, 
1914, gave us a very sociable reception. 

We first organized as a class with William Raymond as our president 
and Milton Ashley as secretary and treasurer. These officers have 
changed from time to time until now James KE. Jackson, Jr., is president, 
Howard C. Mandell, vice-president, Lois T. Slocum, secretary, and Mary 
W. Cushman, treasurer. 

Many members of our class have joined the various organizations 
of our school, taking active parts in the Glee Clubs, the Athletic Teams, 
the Cadets, the Debating Society, the Bird Club, the Orchestra and Band, 
and have made up during the past year practically half of the Alpha 
Board. It is also interesting to note that in 1914 two members of our 
class held the championship for the girls’ and the boys’ tennis teams. 
Last fall we had the honor of entertaining the class of June, 1920, at the 
Freshman Reception, and we were successful in giving them a grand, 
good time. May 4th we presented successfully our class play, ‘‘Teddy,’’ 
in the Fairhaven Town Hall, making profits to the amount of sixty-four 
dollars, with fifty dollars of which we are buying a Liberty Bond, to give 
to the Mary E. Austin fund. 

On May 25 we all enjoyed the evening spent at the Class Prom, held 
in the social hall. On the morning of this same day we planted a maple 
tree out on the campus, and dedicated it to Mr. Charles T. Bonney, who, 
as a member of our faculty, has served the school longer than any other 
teacher. We have lost many of our numbers, and gained some, until now 
we, the Class of June, 1917, are leaving the High School numbering 
ninety-one. Sixty of us were members of the original class. 

During these times, when the spirit of war seems to have seized the 
entire country, it is fitting and proper that we should mention those 
members who have left us to enter the service of our country. Ernest 
Silva left us April 6 to join the navy. Robert Ferguson left May 29, 
and now is engaged in our coast defense. Ralph Springborn started, 
June 1, for the farms. 

The last four years of pleasant associations, acquisition of knowledge, 
and development of character, all of which have been guided by kind 
and patient teachers, will be an epoch in our lives; and now as we go out, 
each alone to fight his way in the world, now so much more than ever 
filled with sorrow and trouble, we have only to remember that it is for 
each of us as individuals to brighten our own little corner, and_ to
